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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement for reasons of allowance: 
The invention is directed to a computer-implemented method of selecting marker 
molecules that are for constructing a model for predicting whether a test molecule has a chemical 
or biological property of interest using said markers that are known to possess said chemical or 
biological property of interest comprising a series of classifying, selecting, and computing steps 
which is not found in the prior art. The lack of scope of enablement rejection for claims 3, 6-8, 
and 19, mailed 1/6/06, was overcome by the amendment to instant claim 3 to predict "whether a 
test molecule has a chemical or biological property of interest". Because no outstanding 
rejections remain, the claimed invention is deemed allowable.
